ſed the Kings name to ferue their villanie, and wretchedneſſe. 
Moreover there were certaine Commiſſions ſent from the 
Kings Maieſty, giuing authority vnto divers worſhipfu!l, and 
Sellenen, whoſe names were inſerte d in the Commiſſions, 


wich commandement carefully to preuent the dangers that 


mighe inſue to the Common · Wealth, and to preuide tſiat theſe 


ſurres and commotions might be repreſſed in the beginning. 


When they had gotten theſe letters, putting out the names of

Moreover, they held them for enemies (not onely) which

ger{'when they durſt remaine no longer any where) wande- 
red heere and there, ſeparated and diſperſed, by the meanes of 
this genetall rage and violence: And with exceediag lamenta- 


tion, and many teares bewayled the iniquity of thoſe times, & 
the miſerable condition of their Countrey. Moreoner, they 
threaten the City with fire and burning, inſomuch as they 


which remained in it, looked for nothing elſe hut the ouer- 


throw and tuine of all things. Ia the Campe was an horrible 
and lamentable fate of things; for when there met together. a 
great multitude of theeues and bankrouts, from all parts of 
England, whome the hope of prey, and deſire of caſe called 
from their daily labour, and tilling of the ground: ſuch mon- 
ſters of miſchiefe were conceived , and ſuch ynlawfull luſts in 


all kinde of daliance, that my tongue abhorteth, and is aſna-

This alſo is moſt evident, that as they had brought an vn- 


ſpeakeable waſte, and deſolation vpon all fields and houſes on 


euery ſide, ſo whatſoeuer was brought into the Campe, was 
quickly ſpent in moſt gluttonous manner, ſurferting and re- 
uelling : Inſomuch as it ſeemeth almoſt incredible, how ſo 


much prouiſion could be devoured info ſhort a time. For be. 


fides Swannes, Geeſe, Hennes, Ducks, and all kind of fowles 
without number, about three thouſand Bullocks, and twenty 
thouſand Sheepe, were royotouſly ſpent in the Campe within 
few dayes. Beſides paled parkes, and he dged (herein Deere 
were kept) were pulled downe and laide open, and what 
Deere ſoeuer they could any way come by, them they violent- 
ly tooke and carried away, Nothing was ſhut. yp to their 
- tuft; no regard had of future times, no foreſight of the euils 
that might enſue, no meaſure of wickedneſſeand waſſing, but 
all places were ouerthrowne and emptied in a miſerable ſort. 
and ſuch a ſlaughter was made of Sheepe, and other cattell 
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ry Where, as they ſold openly a Werher for 2 groar,thehead 
and purtenance,as contemptible and vile meat, were caſt a- 


Kay, becauſe there was none in the aboundanceof more dain- 
ti hat would cate them. What ſhould I remember the ſpoy- 
of Groucs and Woods, which were almoſt vtterly rooted 
vp, and cut downe by the groundfall which, as much as could 
be cut, they burned, or which is more vile, they conſumed in 
building their dennes and lodgings.

. | intothe City, Porters, that none ſhould iſſue out, and com- 
mand the Conftables of the Wards, to ſee that none went out 
of the City. And a great company of rude Countrymen were 
gathered together; who were appointed to watch and ward 
in certaine places:theſe men were prouided for by the Conſta- 
bles, to the ſatisfying of their defire 5 inſomuch as many ho- 
neſt men, conſuming their Rocks in ſo great and waſtfullex- 
pences, became vtterly impoueriſhed for euer. And the ha- 
tred conceiuedagainſt all in generall, that, moſt cruelly they 
___ Vitered vpon thoſe that they could come b. 
um l here was at that time oneI#harron(a man of great courage, 
blaardh eg but not fauoured of the people) he being led towards the City 
tada to the Caſtle, bound with cords as a thiefe, a great companie 
inen of Rebels went round about him to defend him, left hee 
ſhould haue beene ſlaine in the way by the vnruly multitude. 
But neither his good behauiour towards them, nor honeſt 
promiſe, neither the diligent care of the Rebels appointed to 
guarde him, were ſufficient to defend him, who eſeaped hard- 
lythat he was not murthered: for many acteropted his death 
arid ſpoile, his body alſo in many places was ſtabbed in witn 
the points of their Speares, and Pikes. e e ee

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Moreouer, it hapned about the time that this was done, bat 
the Rebels were going towards the City, & haling one of Mol- 
ton as priſoner, againſt whom they burned with moſt ctuell 
batted; becauſe he was al wayes a ſubtill fellow, and a man 
ſet to ſale for mony (for he was a Lawyer) and as men thought 
of a reuenging minde, and one that vſed ta raiſe yp Spirits, 
with fearefull ſignes, & ſuperſtitious wonders.

proch and contumely, the heauens thundering horribly (not 4 horrible 
without the great aſtoniſhment of them that heard it) alſo thunder, 
mighty ſhowies fell, mixt witkhaile, which coueredthe earth, rene with 
and was very deepe, not farre from the Ołe, called the Oke of e.. 
Reformation, But this fearſull Tempeſt, as a ſigne from heaven, 
was ſo farre from appalling, or terrifying them, that, as if they 
had beene ſlirred vp by a heauenly voice, they are more ſierce 
toall kinde af villanie, and more incenſed then before.

The Kings Councell ſent for him, to enquire and finde out all 
the purpoſes and intents of the Rebels, Swttervon declareth 
that which he knoweth : namely, that a great multitude of vn. 
- godly perſons were gathered together, as mighty waters, that 
theſe brought calamity and a lamentable plague vpon all 
places where they came, That the number increaſeth euery 
day, that no villanie can be thought of, which they haue not 
determined, that the beſt men are laid hold off, and led away 
bound with chaines, houſes rifled, fields waſted, Woods burnt 
and cut downe, all kind of beaſts killed, through rage and fu- 
ry, nothing left any where vntouched, but by a popular frenzie 
all things conſumed. Alſo deſtruction and ruine hang ouer 
the City, except it bee very ſpeedily prevented, Notwithſtan- 
ding he hoped, yea, and he heard ſome ſecretly ſay, that there 
were many in the Campe, and in thoſe dennes of wretched 
men, which if they had any hope of the Kings favour, and that 
they mighteſcape without puniſhment, would willingly caft 
off their weapons, and imbracethe Kings pardon. Therefore 
he beſought, and earneſtly, and moſt humbly intreated, that 
by publike proclamation, he would of his clemency grant par- 
don, andimpunity to as many as would depart from that aſ- 
ſembly, for ſo he ſuppoſeth thoſe meetings will cafily bee diſ-

His aduice and counſell being approued , by the authority 
and iudgement of the King, they appoint and decree ;'thar it 
pleaſeth the Kings Maieſty, to prouide a remedy in time for the 
diſſtreſſed, and troubled Common - wealth: whereby ſhee may 
recouer her health againe, being once eaſed of thoſe dange-

that theſe wheſe heinous offence craucth for couding puniſhment ,of 
his ſingular, and mere dible fauour, hee will hane preſerued with 
ſafetie. And therefore commandeth, that forthwith eutry man

Which crie, when they renewed againe, many kneeled 
downe ontheir knees, commending withteares this kindnes 
and clemency,of the King, ſeldome heard of, which no doubt, 
al would haueimbraced,as thoſe, whoſe minds began by little 
and little, with ſhame and feare,to be ouercome and mollified, 
had not the moſt wretched ſpeeches of ſome, and the moſt 
perfidious perſwaſions of Ket himſelfe, turned them from the 
ſtudie of peace, anddrawne them backe againe to conſent to 
their wickedneſſe. For Kett very flercely and ſtoutly anſwe- 
red: Kings are wont to pardon wicked perſons, not innocent aud Ketts Anſ-

tie to themſelues of no crime; and therefore deſpiſed ſuch ſpeeches 


as idle, and vndrofitable to their bufineſſe. And lo turning to his 
company, he deſired them not to leaue him, nor to bee faint- 
hearted, but remember with what conditions they bound 7uboly 
themſelues, either to other; and that he, for his part, was ready League.

Of theſe things which they long time debated betweene

c — dau. there came meſſengers vnto them ſrom the Gates trembling, 
wth and bringing fearefull ridings : that many of the Citizens had 
bound themſelues to the fellowſhip of this villany, and that 
ſome of them had let in many of Ketis Campe into the City. 
When this great and ſudden danger, vnlooked for, came to 
paſſe, and che Rebels were now entred the City, all things im- 
mediately ſeemed to goe to ruine, & feare poſſeſſed the minds

And becauſe it ſeemed that the Ordinance ( whereof wee 


ſpake) placed in the Caſſle ditch, and ruines of the walles, did 
not much annoy the enemy, nor bring any defence vnto the 
City: At the comandement of the Maior they were all brought 
into the plaine, & ſpeedily beſtow¾ed in the Meddowes which 
lye to the loweſt part of the City, and all the nie following 
(for the moſt part) was ſpent in tearefull ſhot on both ſides.

the Market place, garded with his Nobles & Gentlemen that 
were with him. Afterward,the better to prouide for the few-

There ſome goe about to ſer 
ght in the the Gates on fire, and to hew them downe: others clime vp 
night. yponthe Walles, ſome ſwim through the Riuer; many conueʒ

Therefore by the ſpace almoſt of three 
howers, they fought with moſt deadly hatred berweene them-

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ded,yet would they not give ouer, buthalfe dead, drowned in 
their owne, and other mens bloud, euen to the laſt gaſpe,turi- 
oufly withſtood our men. Vea, many alſo ſtrooken thorow the 
breſts with ſwords, and the ſyne wes of their thighes and 
hammes cut aſunder (I tremble to rehearſe it) yet creeping 
on their knees, were mooued with ſuch helliſh furie, as they 
wounded the buttocks and thighes of our ſouldiers, lying a- 
mongſ the ſlaine almoſt without life, But our men perceiuing 
at the length the force of the enemie to abate and weaken, 
ruſhed vpon them with ſuch violence, as they could no lon- 
ger abide the fight,nor ſtand to reſiſt: but their forces being o- 
uerthrowne,and beaten downe on euery ſide, with a mightie 
ſlaughter, they were chaced,and driuen out ofthe Citie, (for 
three hundred fell in that fight) and betooke themſelues a. 
gaine to their filthy dens and caues. The battellended, few of 


the laſt, being ſecure from all practices ofthe enemy, the reſſ of 
that night that remained ( and there remained but little) they 
gaue vnto their reſt. 

In the Morning, aſſoone as it was day, certaine of the Citi- 
zens ſignified vnto the Earle of Northampton, that there were 
many of the Rebels in Kerts Campe, whoſe furie was greatly a- 
bated, and the heate of their rage quenched ; theſe ealily, and 
without any great adoe, might bee perſwaded, that forſaking 
that curſed fellowſhip of deſperate perſons, they would ſuffer 
themſelues to be drawne to the remembrance of their duties, 
and more wholfome counſell; for they were wearie of the 
wickedneſſe they had long committed: and there were now 
abiding at Pockthorpe Gates, foure or five thouſand men, 


which waite for nothing elſe, and defire nothing more then 


peace andpardon, Which if now at the laft might be offered 


vnto them by him, they boped that forthwith they would caſt 


off their weapons, and commit themſelues to the Kings fauor 
and mercie. 

The Earle from this meſſage conceiued ſingulat joy and 

. as one that had rather obtaine an eaſie and vn- 

loudie victorie, then (although they were Rebels, and

ned with all diſloialtie, and filthineſſe of treaſon, They ( for their 
parts) had alwaies been earneſt defenders of the Kings [afetic and 
dignitie, and of his Progenitors,audwonld be euer of that mind to 
ſpend, for his welfare,alltheir geods and fortunes, They had takęn

E which openly proteſted (calling God to witneſſe) that 
egaue him his deadly wound with his Clubbe, And. Full 
himſelfe not long after ( by the iuſt iudgement of God ) was, 
payed home: a iuſt recompence for ſo great villany. But ſure - 
ly it cannot be told how much al waies it auaileth on either fide | 
to the victotie, the death and ouerthrow of excellent Perſo- 
nages; for the enemy taking knowledge of this ſo lamentable 
chance, beganne to be more hoſtile and ready to make watre. 
But on the other (ide, the hearts of our men diſcouraged , bee, 
ganne to launguiſh. Inſomuch as the Rebels puffed vp with 
exceeding ioy, making a mighty Alarme on euery fide, as ha- 
uing alreadic gotten the victorie, ruſhed into the City (by 
what way they could get in) following vpon our men, and 7 
morta

the multitude (for they were almoſttwenty thouſand & ours are 20000, 
were only one thouſand and five hundred) & (partly ſtrooken . but 
with the death of this Noble yong Gentleman) went our of; 


the City, and (eſcaping by diuers iourneys through by. wales, 
hiding themſelues allthe night in Caues, Groues, and wobds) 
returned atthe length all of them to London. But the Citizens 
loden and over-whelmed with ſo many evils, when all places 
were now filled with Enemies, fearing violence and murther, 
and all hoſtilitie, which is accuſtomed to be done of Enemies 
to Cities ouer-come, and all hope of redreſſe being taken a- 
way, fled out of the Citie. All mens hearts, for the moſt part, 
were ſmitten with ſo great feare, as many( through ſorrow and 
anguiſh) having their minds alienated from the regard of their 
goods; left their wiues and children, and all their poſſeſſions, 
in the power of the Enemie. But many, when all mens cendi- 
tions were lamentable, followed euety man his one hope 
and aduice: for whatſoeuer gold, ſiluer, plate, ot good houſe- 
hold ſtuffe they poſſeſſed; that they hid in Priuies, Welles, and 
Pits digged in the ground. Sorrow and lamentation occupied 
the Citie on euery (ide. And the crying of Women and Chil- 
dren mixed with the ſhouting of the Enemies, cracking of 
rhe fire, and fall gfyhe houſes , filled all places with an horri-

caſe, 


ble noyſe. For the Rebels, after the departure of the Earle of Rebels fire 


Northampton, threw fire vporithe tops of the houſes, which 
tid flye from houſe to houſe with fearefull flame, and from one 
ſtreet to another, which in ſmall time conſumed a great part of 


the Citie. For all che houſes in Holme. ſtreet were conſumed 


with fire on both ſides thereof. Alſo the Hoſpitall dedicated 
to the reliefe and maintenance of the poore diſeaſed. Moreo- 
uer, Biſhops Gates, Pock Thorpe, Magdelyn, Bearſtreet Gates,

and divers other buildings beſides in many places, were con- 


ſumed with fire, But it happened fitly by Gods ſpeciall pro- 
uidence, that there fell great lore ofraine at that time. Where.

uaile as the Enemie wiſhed, Moreouer, the Rebels entred the 
| houſes of the rich men in the Citie, and rifled them, and _

miſertable rhe ſtate ofthe City was at this time: when os 
was ſeene or heard; hut lamentation and weeping , of thoſe 


that were vexed and troubled: and contrary, the teioycing of 
the Enemy, the weeping of women, the crying of men, and 


. . thenoiſcofthemthatran ahout the ſtreets, then the claſhing 


of weapons, the flames ofthe burning, the ruines and fall of 


Dionne, abdwany otherfearefullchings (which chat may pot 


male leſſe in ſpeaking), I dine let paſſe, which ſo filled 
with horrour not onely the mindes, and eyes of the bebolders; 
but ſtrooke with incredible ſorrow the hearts and eates of all 
Ihe City therefore taken after this ſort, by the conſpirators, 
ſet on fire, ſpoyled and waſted, when deſolation occupied all 
places euety where (except the enemies) for they that remai- 
ned in the City, ſnutting their gates and doores, hid themſelues 
in the moſt ſecret places of their houſes. The Maiors Deputy 
alone, as it were reſetued to behold the miſerable ſpectacle of 
his Counties downefall, void of all aduiceandhelpe, when he 
beheld, from the vpper part of his houſe, all things conſumed 


witch fire, and ruinated: ſupſplingthe enemies, as they had 


brought deſtruction vpon the houſes, would not long after 


offer violence, and death vnto men, ſhuiting his doores, kept 
hiinſelfe within his houſe. But the pow of the enemies, in 
the meane time waxing great, and gathering a band of men to- 


gether:they broke into the City, at Saint Auguſtines gates, and 
all of them being armed with clubs, and ſuch weapons as eue- 
ty mans lotte could afford him: they came running vnto the 
houſe of the Maiors Deputie, — aflayed to breake vp the 


doores: at length when they began to ſet them on fire, hee be- 


ing greatly afraide (for all his ſeruants were fled from him) 

birnſelfe alone voſhut the gates: whom preſently they tooke, | 

and plucked off his gowne (which hee yſedat that time) cal- |

ling him Rebel;and threatning him a moſt ſhameful death, ex- 
cept he would tel them in what place the Earle of Northamp- 

ton was hidden: when he anſwered, They were all departed. 
All of them tooke that anſwer, with great indignation and 
outcryes , moſt tumultuouſly ruſhing with all violence into 
his houſe, they ſearched furiouſly all the corners thereof. Af. 
terward turning. to the prey , they depart loaden with the 
ſpoyle. But many (being reſtrained partly by reaſon of money, 
and other things which they received of the Deputy: and part- 
ly by the ſpeech of a certaine perſon, which-faid vnto them, 
ſuch doings were intolerable: yea, theſt and villanie; by all 
kind of puniſnment to be reuenged and repreſſed) brought a- 
aine their packes and burthens, which they had cartyed away 
3 and laide them in the ſhops and warehouſes, Neuer- 
theleſſe many of the Citizens, into whoſe houſes the Rebels 
had entred , onely vnder pretence of ſeeking the Earle of 
Northampton, were vtterly robbed of all that euer they had. 
Chiefly they ſpoyled their houſes , which were gone out of 
the City, proclaiming them Rebels, and open enemies. tothe 
Kings Maieſty; and therefore their goods to beeconfiſcate, 
- Notwithſtanding , ſome of the Citizens tooke order, there 
ſhould be delivered to the furious multitude, bread & drinke, 
and all kinde of victuall, whereby it came to paſſe, that the mi- 
ſerable and hungry people being pacified, they were ſome- 
what ſtayed from the rage of ſpoyling. Neuertheleſſe, very 
many (vpon this ſodaine calamity) ſuſtained great loſſe and 
iniury ; and were ſo ouercharged with ſuch great expenſes, that 
euer after while they lived(and many liue at this day) in their 
houſhold affaires, fared the worſe, In the meane ſeaſon, the 
. remembrance of future times (as it ſeemed ) came inte the 
. mindes of the Rebels, Wherefore being now turned from vio- 
. lence, they beginne to thinke of their owne 01 therefore 
rhey commanded the Maiors Deputy, and the chiefe of the Ci- 
ty: that watch and ward ſhould be kept from houſe to houſe, 
by the Citizens euery day at all the gates of the City, which 


| ifthey ſhall refuſe to doe, they threaten death and grieuous 


torments. | 564 
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MNMoreouer in the Temple ( whichis fearefull to tell) in the 
Temple of the great God, the Rebels (as oft as it rained)placed 
the tents of their furies, And ſo farre grew their malapertneſſe, 
boldneſſe, and defire of ouerturning of things: as neither tbe 


' ſpeeches of the wiſe , nor the feare of Gods vengeance, nor 
the teares and lamentations of women, could remoue them 


from their villanies. For the women (when they ſaw the 
ſlaughter of harmeleſſe naked men) oft times offered them- 


. ſelues in the ſtreets; intreating them to haue compaſſion, vp- 


on their Countrey, vpon them, their husbands and children, 
and remember that they were men themſelues, begotten of 
men, and that they had reuenged themſelues ſufficiently vpon 
thoſe, for whoſe cauſe they took vp Armes: that they would at 
laſt caſt a bridle vpon their rage; ſo ſhould they obtaine with- 
out doubt peace and perdon, and all good things elſe of 
the Kings Maieſty : but (as wee ſaide before ) neither threat- 
nings, nor the counſell of the wiſe, nor flattering prayers, nor 


any thing elſe could refiraine them from ſo great rage of vil- 


lanie, vntill they had brought a miſerable deſtruction vpon 
the Country, and drawne vpon themſelues at laſt, an ende 
wortliy ſuch wickedneſſe. For the King; after hee vnderſtood 
that his Maieſty was daily more and mote deſpiſed, the com- 
pany of le wd perſons to inereaſe, all things confounded wich 


5 pb execrable and raging tumult, the clemency of the King

t at nougli, and now no plate left for mercy, loft medicines - 
to auaile nothing at all, their mindes to be without cute, and 
inſected with deadly peſtilence: ge all hope ofrecouery 
taken vtterly away: but onely that which confifted in force, 

and ſcuerity of puniſhment, hee thought good to put this firſt 

in execution, | SAI 
Wherfore in the County of Lyncolne, & other ſhires of the 

Kings Kingdome,he commandeth, andappointeth a muſter, 


andprefſe of Souldiers, Alſo a great number of Swyſſers tobe ' | 


ſent for, ſuppoſing ( as the thing required) that this wicked 
rout, and their followers, ought to be vtterly taken away by 
the ſworg.Otherwiſe,if it ſhould ſpread further, and infect the 
neighbour Countrey people, with the contagion ofthis villa-

nie, it could yery hardly be ſtayed, when the heat of that in- 
feRion had ſpred further, and fallen as it were, into the yeynes 
and bowels of the Kingdome, and had incloſed'all the patts 
thereof, with that deadly flame of difloyalty, ; 
Vnto this army was John Dudley, Earle of Warwick, 2 rate 7 
man of great Nobility, and marueilous courage, appointed Warwick 
Lieutenant, and vnto him the chiefe ſoueraignety is commit- pointed 
ted, by Letters and Commandements from the King. At that ena 
time the opinion (by the report of all men for the moſt part) 
was receiued among our Countteymen of him: that this 
Noble man was of ſuch Magnanimity, and experience in Mar- 
tiall affaires: as it was thought the Rebels ſhould be ſuppreſ- 
ſed by him, or elſe ſurely put to flight by none. | 
Therefore theſe ſpeeches of the Kings preparation and 
power being diſperſt abroade, and entring the eares of the 
common people, came at the length ynto the hearing of the 
Campe. And hen they vuderſtood of furety that they were 
muſtered, and a Captayne, Armour, Bands of men, 'and all 
inſtruments for the terror of Warre, prouided againſt them to 
bee readie, and at hand: they beganne euery day to fortifie The Rebels 
themſelues, and to looke about for all things neceſſary, and fortifie 
to trayne themſelues, that they might bee the more able to 
make reſiſtance. So fatre was it from them, that either reaſon 
could mitigate their crueltie and boldneſſe, or terror breake 
their ſtout mindes. Le ko 
To this end, when ſome of the Citizens obſerued that man 
things were done euety day more tumultuouſſy, fearing all 
violence, ſlaughter, robberie, burning, and a lamentabſe o- 
uer · thro wing ofall things: At the length(leſt if they ſhould a- 
bide in the Citie, they might be conſtrayned to be on the Re- 
bels ſide) gathering all their goods together in heaps, aſmuch 
as they could conueniently, and hiding them in the ground, or 
elſe by Maſons helpe, couering them with lime and tone, they %% 
fled priuily in the night out of the Citie. EPR I foe ihe ay; 
The Eatle of Warwick, after he had furniſhed bimſclfe with 
Souldiers at home, and from beyond the Seas, with Money, 
Weapons, and all things neceſſary for the Warres, * 
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from London, ac companyed with all bis forces. Seth, 
There were in that Armie the Marqueſſe of Northampton, 
(who of late had the Gouernement of the Warres againſt the 
Campe) Ambroſe and Robert Dudley, Warwicks ſonnes , /. 
loughby Poijſi, Bray, and many other noble and famous Cap- 
tay nes, beſides of Knights, Eſquires, and Gentlemen; of the 
Switſers, and of all kinde of common Souldiers, about foure- 


teene thouſand, When they came to Cambridge, ſome of the 


Aldermen of the Citie of Norwich, and other of rhe Citizens 
met with Warwick at the Townes end. Which Citizens (as 
we ſaid before) being afraid and aſtopiſhed at the feareſull and 
mad boldneſſe of the Conſpitators, had fled the City, Theſe 
pale and forlorne, and falling vpon their knees, caſt themſelues 
euery one at his feet, and with weeping, & lamentable voice, 
beganne earneſtly to intreat him, that he would lay no grie- 
uous thing to their charge; for they were innocent vertids; 
and guiltie of no crime. Vet they beſought the mercy and fa- 
uour of the Prince: For they had verily conceiued an incredi- 
ble griefe of this miſerable deſtruction, and ſpoile of their 
Countrey, and had further indured all extremitie at the Rebels 


hands. In the end to provide for their liues , they were con- 


ſtrayned to flye the City, and with ſword and fire were caſt 
our, not only from the City, but from their wiues and chil- 
dren, and all their friends. In ſo great miſery where with they 
were preſſed on every ſide; they ctaue nothing elſe, but if in 
this common and exceeding feare, through ignorance and fol- 
ly, vnwittingly they haue wrapped themſelues in any offence, 
the fame might not be imputed ynto them, but vpontheir te- 
pentanceand humble petit ion it might be pardoned. 
Hereunto Warwick anſwered. that he perceived how great 
perill they were in, and that without doubt the ſtrength of 
thoſe deſperat men was great, which had driuen them from all 
theſe things as deare vnto them as life it ſelfe: Affirming, hat 
they had done nothing amiſſe to bis knowledge. In that they 
had leſt the Citie in ſo great feare and danger, it was but the 


- infirmitic of man, and to be borne withall. Notwithſtandin g 


in one thing they were ſomewhat ouer-ſeene, that they with 
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a view of Ketts (Campe. 
ſtood not theſe euils inthe very begianing : for a few valiant 
and wiſe men might haue diſpatched thoſe companies in a 
moment, if while the matter was in the beginning, they had 
oppoſed themſelues for the health of their Countrey. Not- 
withſtanding he granted pardon at theit requeſt, and offered 
the Kings fauour to them all, willing them, when they haue 
furniſhed themſelues with weapons, and with the furniture of 
Souldiers, to be in a readineſſe to follow the Hoſt, hauing La- xe for 
ces about their necks; to bee diſcerned fromthe reſt, Theſe diftin&ion. 
things done after this manner, he departeth from Cambridge: 
And the tenth ofthe Kalends of September hee came with all = 
his Armie to Intwood, Intwood is diſtant from Norwich The 23. - 
about two miles. There Thomas Greſham Knight had a faire Aug]. 
and large houſe, where Warwick abode that day and the night 
following with his companie. All the men notwithſtanding 
were armed and ready to the battell, if peraduenture the Ene- 
mie ſhould rayſe vp any tumult on the ſudden; which ſurely 
beheld from the holes in the Walles and Towers what ſhould 
be done. Warwick in the meane ſeaſon, while (as is ſaid be- 
fore) hee made his abode with all his Armie at Intwood, ſen- 
deth his Herald, which in the name of the King (as the man- 
ner is) ptoclaymeth warre againſt the City and Citizens, ex. 
cept forthwith they ſet open the Gates, and admit the Kings 
power into the Citie. — 
Kett, when he vnderſtood that the Herald was come to the 
Gates, willed Auguſtine Steward the Maiors Deputie, and 
Robert Rug ge, chiefe men of the Citie to goe vnto him, and 
inquire what hee demanded, "Theſe being let out at a back Braſen 
gate, the matter being vnderſtood , made anſwere to the He- ore. 
rald, That they counted themſelues the miſerableſt men aliue, 
which had indured ſo many and great diſcomfitures both in 
minde and body, as at the remembtance thereof all the parts 
| oftheir body tremble. Neuertheleſſe, this one thing was ad- 
ded ynto thereſt, which increaſed the height of their calamity, 
gtiefe, and ſhame ; becauſe that fidelity which they ought,and 
earneſtly defired to performe to his Maieſtie, they were not 
able to fulfill at chis time, and judged themfelues the vnhap- 
. = H 3 vie 
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—_ * _ pieftthatlivedinthis age, wherein they were ever compelled, 

| Twogreat either to vndergoe the danger of their life, or the hazard of 
extrenities their dignitie. Notwithſtanding, they hoped well of the Kings 
Maleſtie, as thoſe which had no wayes bound themſelues in a- 
ny conſent oftheſe villanies, but had reſtrayned ( as much as 

as in them) the reſt of the Citizens, with great loſſe of their 
goods, and euer with an incredible danger of their liues. More- 

ouer, they moſt humbly beſoughe this one thing of the Earle, 

that becauſe there were in the City an innumerable compan 

of Kertts Cape, vnarmed, poore, and naked, (who beſides 

that through feare and conſcience of their owne wic kedneſſe 

were holden guilty : Moreouer , were weary of this curſed ſo- 

ciety, as which had filled the very deſire of working miſchiefe 
with the ſacietie of their furies) it would pleaſe him once a 
gaine, to ttie that which hath been often prooued in vaine: fig - 
nifying, hat they greatly hoped (if at this time might be 4 
red ynts them againe the hope of impunitie) it would come to 
paſſe, that forthwith they would lay downe their weapons, 

A glory ex- without ſlaughter and bloudſhed. Which thing (if it might 
ceeding all come to paſſc would be an eternall memorie vnto poſteritie, 
,Vifloy. and a glory exceeding all victorie, if they might carry home 
peace, and their weapons vnſtained with the bloud of ciuill 
diſſention. 

The Herald preſently departeth from the Maiors ſpeech in- 
to Warwicks Cone decieting all things as hee had receiued. 
The Eatle, vnto whom nothing was more precious (if by any 
meanes it could bee brought to paſle) then that this flame ſo 

dangerous and dre adfull, might be quenched without ſlaugh- 

ter and bloudſhed , decreed himſelfe alſo the aduice in this 
matter, that it ſhould not be meaſured according to the villa- 

nies they had committed, but according to the dignitie of che 
King, and the vtilitie of the Kingdome. 

He feared moreouer leſt the Gentlemen that were holden 
bound in the Caſtle, and other Priſons, cuery day toſſed, and 
turmoiled with the great waues of feare, at the length might 

| eg be cruelly ſlaine of them. For many were threatned death e- 
Sn 4 uery haute; and many, chiefly Roger Woodbow/e,Knighr, was 
fg ; | conti- 
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continually reuiled with contumelious ſpeeches, vpon whom, 
without all doubt, they exerciſed the vnſatiable crueltie of 
their minds,vexing and abuſing him, For theſe cauſes there. 
fore, it pleaſed him to prooue, whether now at the length, by 
the hope of pardon and impunity,they might be drawne from 
the errour of their miſchiefe. 8 | 

To this end, the Herald was preſently ſent, with a Trumpe- 
ter, who entring into the Citie, were met with fortie of the Re- 

bels, marching two and two together (for they were Horſe. 
men) with great ioy and loud cries, from Saint Stephens Gates 
to the Biſhops Palace. From thence the Trumpeter ſounding 
his Trumpet, gaue a ſigne: whereat, when great routs of Re- 
bels came flocking by heapes vnto them from the hill : The 
Horſemen with a ſwiſt courſe ranne vnto them, commanding, 
that diuiding themſelues, the one halfe ſhould ſtand in ranke 
right ouer againſt the other in order. Which when: they had 
pre ſenily done, the Herald with his Trumpeter, and t wo other 
of the prineipall of the Citie, going in the midſt betweene the 
rankes ofche Rebels, were receiued on euery fide with great 
ſhouts and out eries. For euety one vncoueting their heads, as 
it were wizh one mouth and conſent all at once (tor the maſt 
part) ctied, God ſaus K ing Edmard, od ſaue King Ed mand: be- 
commended therefore of the Herald, and chiete of the Citie, 
and willed to keepe their order awhile, as they were appoin- 
ted of late. The Herald, when in this. ſort hee had paſſed be- 
tweene them two hundred and fiftie paces, at the leungtli came 
vnto the top of che hill, hauing on his rich Coate of Armes, as 
ſolemne enſignes of his Office. There he ſtaied awhile (for 
Reit was nor yet come) at the laſt hee ſpake after this man- 
ner. at gm Lag 
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Hey were not i guarant frem the firſt time euer fince ibey had TheHeralds * \ 
1 taken up Armes againſt their Countrie ; ham many ,. ation. 
aud ſundry waies by allmeanespoſſible labour aud ſindy,the Kings 
Maieſtie. had imploied his care, to the ends ta bring them. from 
the crueltie of thoſe. villanies, whereby they hawe violated. all 
Laws of God aud men, to ſome conſudtrationof their duties, — 5

regard of i heir owne ſafetie; and had ſent vnto them meſſengers - 
and Proclaimers of Prace, not once, but often, againe and againe. 
Notwithſtanding, they regarded not, but euer deſpiſed; and by

' diſloyaltie. But (now in the ſight of God) whither- would they 
ruſh ? whithor would they throw both themſelnes headlong, and 
their goods with deadly furie > what meaſure wonld they put 
to their moſt trecherous madneſſe ? or what ende of their moſt 
filthie counſels ] How long being ſtirred vp through peſlilent 
Inſts, which falſe and idle confidence of lining better, had once 
fuffered to enter into their minds, would they purſus alwaies with 
deadly folly ? How long would they adorne with counter feit titles 
the moſt foule impietic of miſchienous treaſon > How long would 
they wrappe in the garments of vertne, horrible filthinefſe and de- 
_ Ceineable villanies? Finally hom long mould they be Holden bound 
with themortall deſire of thoſs things, which, if it were lawfull for 
them toobtaine,the deſirufiionofthe Common-wealth would inſue 
preſently much more intolerable and lamentable? but rather nom 
at the laſt, they ſouldlookę about them ah ile, and apply both their 
minds and vnderſtauding, and mark thorowly with more intent ius 
es, their Common- wealth, of which in alltheir tallę, no leſſe fos- 
| [bt gthen wickedly and vngodly they are wont to boaſt of. Surety - 
then may eaſily be ſeene whether they be faithful ſubiecti, and wore 
thy the name of good Citizens, which hane taken vp hoſtile Armes 
againſt the Kings Maieſtie which haue gathered together rout of 
wicked men, deſpiſed and vile, which haue brought vpon their 
| Conntrie (the common Parent of vs all)vngodly, and ſacrilegions 
hands: which haue let in the ſcumme of the people, and the vileſt

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rrable and nordic) aud carried them into their wretched ¶ unpe by. 
— robberies : which haus forged Aained Lawes, falſe THY 2 
Commiſſions iu the Kings name : which haue prophaned the Temple of 
the great and mighty God; onerthrowne the houſes of priuate men; m. 
Ped and ſpoiled the fields on every fide: which haue converted all their 
thought fiudies,and enterpriſes to deftrattion, ſlaughter, waſting, lur- 
ning and ſtealing? Finally, which knew nothing remaining, whit her 
the rage and madneſfſe of their furie could further carrie them: but ei- 
ther their riotaus luſts vtteriy deuoured, or their filthie importunitie 
ſeattered abroad. When they ſee themſelues bound by theſe ſo ma-
